Claim 7 (original) A pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1, wherein said at least 
one inert pharmaceutically acceptable diluent or carrier is selected from lactose, starch, talc, 
stearic acid, tartaric acid, water, alcohols, glycerin, vegetable oils and natural or hardened oils or 
waxes. 

Claim 8 (previously presented) A pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1, 
wherein said composition is formulated as: 

a tablet or dragee and wherein said at least one inert pharmaceutically acceptable diluent 
or carrier is selected from lactose, starch, talc, stearic acid; 

a capsules wherein said at least one inert pharmaceutically acceptable diluent or carrier is 
selected from tartaric acid or lactose; or 

an injectable solution wherein said at least one inert pharmaceutically acceptable diluent 
or carrier is selected from water, alcohols, glycerin, vegetable oils; or 

a suppository wherein said at least one inert pharmaceutically acceptable diluent or carrier 
is selected from natural or hardened oils or waxes. 

Claim 9 (original) A method for treating or preventing a condition or disorder arising from 
dysfunction of nicotinic acetylcholine receptor neurotransmission comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 8. 
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Claim 10 (original) A method for treating or preventing a condition or disorder arising from 
dysfunction of nicotinic acetylcholine receptor neurotransmission comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition according to Claim 1. 

Claim 1 1 (original) The method of Claim 10, comprising administering a daily dosage of of 
said compound of formula I from about 0. 1 mg to about 20 mg per kg of body weight in divided 
doses 1 to 4 times a day or in sustained release form. 

Claim 12 (original) The method of Claim 10, comprising administering a total daily dose of 
said compound of formula 1 in the range of from 5 mg to 1,400 mg. 

Claim 13 (original) The method of Claim 12, comprising administering a total daily dose of 
said compound of formula I in the range of from 10 mg to 100 mg. 

Claim 14 (original) The method of Claim 10, comprising administering a total daily dose of 
said compound of formula I by oral administration of from 2 mg to 1,400 mg admixed with a 
solid or liquid pharmaceutical carrier or diluent 

Claim 15 (original) The method of Claim 10 wherein said condition or disorder is selected 
from schizophrenia, mania, manic depression, or anxiety. 
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Claim 16 (original) The method of Claim 10 wherein said condition or disorder is selected 
from Alzheimer's disease, learning deficit, cognition deficit, attention deficit, memory loss, or 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder. 

Claim 1 7 (original) The method of Claim 10 wherein said condition or disorder is selected 
from pain, chronic pain, Parkinson's disease, Huntington's disease, Tourette's syndrome, or 
neurodegenerative disorders in which there is loss of cholinergic synapses. 

Claim 18 (original) A method for inducing the cessation of smoking, or for the treatment or 
prophylaxis of nicotine addiction comprising administering a pharmaceutical composition 
according to Claim 1 . 

Claim 1 9 (currently amended) A process for the preparation of a pharmaceutical 
composition according to Claim 1 which comprises mixing ih e- iagr e di e nts.
